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T ELEFHONK bellK wt>ri* ringing furi- 
ously the morning of June 2fi. Con- 
gressmen, afi min istra tors, labor learl- 
ers, as well as John Doe himself, Anieri- 
can citizen, were trying to find out the 
effect of the passage of the Smith-Con- 
nally bill on the political situation in the 
nation itself. It transi>irea now that the 
passage of the Smith-Con tially bill over 
the Presiiient’s veto had overtones of a 
strong political fight in it. Congress was 
angry at the President* Congress was 
anxious to rebuke the President* It was 
anxious to do this more than it was to 
put the fear of God into labor leaders* 
Moreover, the Tories in this Congress if id 
not get everything they wanted* Con- 
gress had turned down a bill by Repre- 
sentative Smith of Virginia prior to the 
passage of the milder Smith-Connally 
Act. 

RESENTMENTS CLOUDY CHIU) 

Congres*s also intended to back the War 
Labor Board by giving it legislative sup- 
port, whereas before it had only an execu- 
tive order as an excuse for its existence. 
Whether Congress accomplished its pur- 
pose by setting up severe curbs on labor 
remains to be seen* The consensus of 
opinion is that the Smith-ConnaTIy bill as 
conceived in anger and resentment is not 
dear in intent. How^ it wiH be used in the 
future will depend a good deal on what 
the President does* This introduces a 
touch of irony, inasmuch as Congres*s was 
also trying to censure the President's 
labor policies. 

William Green, president of the A. F. 
of L*, and Philip Murray, president of 
the CIO, made a strong impression when 
they issued statements that the nu-strlke 
policy which up to now has been a de- 
liberate policy on the part of the two 
labor organizations would continue. When 
strikes do not occur, of course the Smilh- 
Connally bill can not apply* 

According to the daily press, congress- 
men have gone home to sound out the 
sentiment of their constituencies. Will 
they really do this or will they go fish- 
ing? One of the disappointing facts about 
the performance of Congre*ss since Janu-

has adjourned, but battle goes 
forward. Labor suffers little in 
prestige 

ary is that dramatic poses have boon 
struck by congressmen as being the rep- 
resentatives of the people without any 
real probing of the sentiment of their 
constituencies* Many congressmen arc 
merely the kept tools of a privileged 
group in their communities. They do nut 
talk to the common people, nor do they 
find out what labor and the farmer are 
thinking about in their districts. 

CONGRESS LOSES TOl ( H 

Many congressmen, a,s well as the ser- 
vient press, for e.xamplts have given the 
impression that the people are not inter- 
ested in advancing the social securitii' 
program. The servient press has been 
willing to print columns about the Bever- 
idge plan in England but they play down 
the new bill introduced by Senator Mur- 
ray and Senator Wagner in the Con- 
gress, taking a far more advanced posi- 
tion on social .security in this country 
than the Beveridge plan does in Eng- 
land. The fiction has been created that 
the people hej*e are not interested in so- 
cial security at this time* How far these 
congressmen have been apart from the 
people is ilkustrated by the fact that a 
recent scientific poll of the American 
people made by a leading eastern univer- 
sity indicates that 80 per cent of the 
American people are ready for improve- 
ments in the social security program. A 
labor leader who speaks widely thi’imgh- 
out the country reports to the *4merican 
Federation of Labor also that more ques- 
tions have been posed to him from the 
audience about social security than any 
other current subject. Congre.ssrnen* 
therefore, if they really have their ears 
to the ground* better discover what the 
people J eally want, not merely what their 
own bosses say the people want* 

All this may or may not be important, 
but the strife that has gone forward in 


Wa.shington since January — the date of 
the incoming of the new Congress— be- 
tween the President and the Congress— 
is vitally important to the American 
people* Congrc.^s, when it is immediately 
responsible to public opinion and not 
merely to the kept pre.ss, is the keystone 
of representative government. But Con- 
gress performing as it has performed 
since January may well be said to be a 
menace to representative government 
simply because Congress ha*s failed to 
understand its own function in a con- 
trolleii economy and has taken no steps 
to discover what its new functitins are* 
Observers in AV as King ton are agreed 
upon the following: 

CONGRESS FIDDLES; LABOR 
SIMLES 

L Congress has been more interestetl 
in playing politics than it has in running 
the country. 

2, Many Congress men, while criticiz- 
ing the President for invtuling the legis- 
lative branch of the government, have 
struggled mightily to invade the execu- 
tive branch of the government* 

8* Bureaus and boards and eom mis- 
sions, which have received such a heavy 
barrage from Congress, were created 
merely to fill up gaps in the old .structure 
of government and to make adjustments 
to new economic problems* 

4. Much of the so-called public di.sgust 
ivith bureauciats and bureaus was manu- 
factured out of political whole-cloth i.s 
proved by the fact that since Congress 
has adjourned such criticism is no longer 
heard* 

5* The hue and cry against the e.xecu- 
tivc branch of the government has fadeil 
out just as the campaign to discredit 
labor on ab.senteeism has faded out. 

(i* The w'hole situation is tending to 
drive organized labor into politics, For 
e.xample, at the Thirty-eighth Conven- 
tion of the Ohio State Conferenee, Brick- 
layers, Masons & Plasterers International 
L'nion, A. F. of L*, a regulation was 
passed imposing a $5.00 fine on any mem- 
ber of the union wdio fails to register for 
voting in state or federal elections* Labor 
is goinsT into politics with a vengeanee. 

AVhal Congress needs is a non-partisan 
committee set up bj itself to explore new 
funeliims for Congress in an era of con- 
trolled economy. 

MORE SC lENf E IN (iOVERNMEN I' 

All over the world for the last 10 years 
a political revolution has been in prog- 
ress. That revolution may be described 
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aa an effort to make government more 
scientific in operation. It is characterized 
by the asseniblinsr of accurate informa- 
tion and data on any given subject, care- 
ful analysis of this data, with conclu- 
sions determined by the facts. This revo- 
lution is also characterized by the arrival 
of administrators of a non-partisan com- 
plexion eupable of following facts and 
capable of executing policies arriving out 
of facts. 

No one can pretend thjit the indepen- 
dent bureaus in Washington have ful- 
filled this ideal. Many of them have at- 
tempted to, and the underlying popula- 
tion wilh probablyt underwrite these ef- 
forts rather than to go back to the old 
rule-of-thumb method of administration 
where men followed hunches in srnoke- 
fiHed back rooms. The day has passed 
when the American people are willing to 
be ruled by hunches. 

Congress has never undertaken to find 
out what scientific administration is. It 
has looked jealously at the success of 
such great agencies as the Social Se 
curity Board, TVA, Security and Ex- 
change Com mission, ami the others set up 
to guard the common peojde from preda- 
tory mon<»poIy. Congress has not under- 
taken to find out how it can help the 
common people to relieve themselves 
from the predatoiy tactics of monopo- 
Usts. 

SM ALL rOWN rOLlTIC IANS 

Take the two authors of the War 
Labor Dis[mtes Act — Tom Connally and 
Howard Smith. No one would pretejid 
that these two gentlemen of the old 
school know anything about modern in- 
dustry or the labor problem. Tom Con- 
nally is a professional politician, re- 
putedly so. lie hails from Marlin, Texas, 
a small town of about SdlfiO inhabitants, 
where he was the big shot. Marlin has no 
industry, it is a frontier town. 

His colleague, How’ard Smith, is a 
small town banker as well as a lawyer. 
He is president of the Alexandria Na- 
tional Bank, Alexandria, Va. Alexandria 
is a Virginia suburb of the nationai capi 


tal. Smith is reputed to have made his 
money as a counsel for a milk proiiucers 
association. So you have the spectacle of 
a backwoods Texas pjx>fessional poUU- 
eian and a small towm banker undertak- 
ing to determine the labor policy of the 
eountry. Their incompetency is Idaiuntly 
patent. 

Labor is aware of these truths. You can 
no more operate a great industrial na- 
iUm on the Tom Cormallys and Howard 
Smiths than you can operate an industry 
on tobacco smoke and hot air, 

L.vnOR ABI*aiNTMHNTS HELl* WIT5 

No re vie w^ of the situation on the Po- 
tomac would be complete without a 
glance at some of the tmprovod aspects 
of the War Production Board. One labor 
leader in Washington said recently that 
'The WPB may be the white hope of 
labor yet." This optimistic note was 
prompted by the appointment of Joseph 
l>. Keenan and Clinton Golden as vice 
chairmen of WPB. Certainly the eleva- 
tion of the.se two labor leaders to posi- 
tions of I'ank has cleared the atmosphere 
of the WPB, and it can be reported that 
that agency is fimetioning with dispatch 
ami fluency in a way it has hitherto not 
done. In con t last to the Tom Commllys 
luid Howard Smiths, the WPB is under- 
taking to function on accurate inlkirma- 
tioii and sound conclusions. Must of the 
divisions of the board are operated by 
business men. There is no important com- 
mittee or hearing which <loes not have 
present representatives of lobtu*. The 
labor problem is fused %vith and regarded 
as important to any solution of any given 
problem. 


The underlying phllusophy of the WPB 
may be described now' as an effort to 
operate private industry through com- 
iiilUi'es <d labor and mniuxgcmenL given 
legalized force thniugh a government 
agency, which in I urn is opemled by 
labor and maTuigemeiil. Many of the con- 
fiicUs which were intense, though con- 
cealed, prior to June, Ifi^L seem now to 
have flisapijeared and the board hafi 
settled down to smooth functioning. 

The final test, as to whether the in- 
depeiidonl bureaus at which Congress 
looks askance will prove a permanent 
addition to the American theory of gov- 
ernment or will merely waste away in 
in com potency, will be iletermined by the 
way the United States government makes 
the transition from war to peace. Thu 
awful impact of war upon our peace 
economy and the terrible urge to save 
the imtion against the enemy abroad en- 
able the United States to perform a 
miracle in meeting ]xroblems incident to 
war. But when the war is over, these in- 
centives will be removed and the add 
test will arrive. 

Parallels are dangerous, but what hap- 
pened in HH8 points an awful lesson to 
America. When the .Armistice came in 
1918, the dollar-a-year men slammed 
down their desks and left Washington. 
The government was caught unprepared. 
Even the President of the United States 
had made no substantial preparation for 
the peace. Such ill preparations naturally 
resulted in wholesale unemployment and 
the sdling of apples in the streets by 
heroes. If this pattern be not repeated, 
there will be the need lt> prepare for 
the peace with even more meticulous 
care than the country prepared for war. 
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9t 9i: ANALYSIS 

0^ B4futU-Qo^i*tCiUlf, Act 


A n analysis of the Smilh-Cnmially anti- 
strikc lijw, officially known as tho 
War Labor Disputes Act, repeals the 
fact that the bill is so wortled that many 
questions are left unanswei'e<L some of 
which will probably have to be decided 
by the courts* 

There are 10 sections in the bill* 
Broadly speaking, the first seven sec- 
tions of the bill serve to incorporate into 
statute the machinery which was al- 
ready in existence for settlings labor dis- 
putes, The penalties which are provided 
in this part of the bill do not detract from 
the moral sanctions of lab^n *s no^strike 
pledge. 

Section 2 ia devoted to definitions 
the various terms used in the bill. Most 
of the terms such as ’^employer,” “em* 
ployee," “representative/' 'iahor organi- 
zation^' and “labor dispute’' shall have 
the same meaning as in Section 2 of the 
National Labor Relations Act. 

1*0 WER (ilVKN TO PRESIDENT 

Section fS of the bill is an amendment 
to Section of the Selective Training and 
Service Act of IfMO and gives statu tcuy 
authority to the President to take im- 
mediate possession of any plant or mine 
upon failure to comply with the provi- 
sions of this Act. It should be pointed 
out here that the Pres idem has alreatly 
exerciseil this authority in a number of 
cases by the use of Executive Orders as 
Commander in Chief. 

Sections 4 and 5 provide for maintain- 
ing existing terms anil conditions of em- 
ployment except as such conditions nmy 
be changed at the direction of the War 
Labor Board. 

Section makes it a criminal offense to 
instigate. diriK*t or aid a strike in a 
goveinment-operated plant or mine anti 
provides a penalty for any violation of 
this section of not more than to’ 

to imprisonment for m>t more than one 
year, or both. 

FI NCTIONS AM) Dl'TlKS OF NWLB 

Section 7 gives the National War 
Labor Board statutory authoiity and de- 
fines its powers. The most important ad- 
dition to those p(nvors is probably the 
powder to subpoena witnosses. In connec- 
tion with this subpoena ptiw'or, the fol- 
lowing Quotatiem from an address June 
26 by Lloyd K. Garrison, executive di- 
rtKitor and general counsel of the No- 
tional War Labor Eoanl, is submitted: 
“The ntnv Smith-Connolly Act, which 
it is not my province to discuss, laises 
some perplexing questions of interpreta- 
tions, But one thing about it is quite 
clear: it veatfirms the War I^ibor Board's 
pow'ers and duties under the national

W'age stabiliKalion program, and adds to 
them by giving the i)oa rd subpoena 
powers which it neve]’ possessed before. 

“While the subpoena |it>wer was no 
(loubt primarily intemiod to be used in 
connection with disputes, it can also be 
used in connection with investigating al- 
leged violations by employei s of the wage 
stabilization regulations. Under the 
AntLInRation Act of October 2. 11142, 
such vioUitinns are crimiiml offenses, and 
may also re,sult in the nondeductibility 
for income tax purposes of all improp- 
erly increased wages. So you can see that 
the wage stabilization program is a 
pretty sei ious business for those who vicn 
late it. ft is also a pretty serious business 
for all fd' us, since we are all concerned 
wdth avoiding inflation,” 

.All of the foregoing sections were ap- 
proved by the President in his message 
vetoing the bill. 

Before pi'oceeding ic^ a discussion of 
the highly controversial sections H and H 
of the bill a number of questions present 
lliemselves in connect itm wdth Sections 
d and 7. 

Section 6 (a) says that no “indivi{lual“ 
can be fined for stopping work in a gov- 
ernnient-oiKU'ated plant, but fine and im- 
prisonment is provideti for anybody who 
does anything to encourage that stop- 
page. Many acts can be covered under 
the law's \vording “coerce, instigate, in- 
<luce, conspire with, or encourage . . . 
giving direction or guidance in conduct 
of such interruption/* The question 
arise.s from the wording of lhi.s section 
as to w'h ether or not a member of a labor 
union can speak out in union meetings 
about grievanc£*a withoul violating the 
Act. It is possible that the hw will put a 
premium on keeping youi’ mouth shut, 
and that action will tend to replace words 
in union activities. Ami the net result 
is apt to be less labor- management co- 
operation. 

Section 6 (a) also bais “provkiing 
funds L>r the conduct or direction (of 
strikes) oi- for the payment of strike, 
unemployment or other benefits to those 
participating therein/' It appears to the 
w'riter that this pnwisron ermid be used 
to freeze all union funds and to bar the 
check-off of union dues. 

Section 7 (cl provides that no member 
of the National War Labor Board shall 
be permitted to participate in any deci* 
sion in which such a member has a di- 
rect jntere.st as an (officer, employee, or 
representative of either party to the 


dispute. This raises the question as to 
whether or not labor members of the 
board are barred fi‘om all board hearings. 
The board itself has expres,sed the opin- 
ion that a member %vould only be boned 
from participation in rlecision,^ in which 
his o\vn particular union was interested. 

Another question: Does the Act forbid 
the National War Labor Board from 
making decisions requiring maintenance 
of membership or union shop agree- 
ments? The courts will probably have to 
decide whether this would be a violation 
of the \\ agtier Act. The National War 
Labor Board opinion is that it would 
not be a violation. 

All of the provisions in the first seven 
sections of the Act are interpicteii as 
applying primarily to or mines 

which have been taken over and oper- 
ated by the government. Therefore it 
would appear that normal unitm activi- 
ties are not outlawed by the Act except 
in the government-operated plants. 

ADVANCE NOTICE RE(H IRED 

Section 8 (a) provides that the repre- 
sentative (ff the employees of a war con- 
tractor shall give to the Secretary of 
Labor, the National War Labor Bojml 
and the National Labor Relations Board, 
notice of any labor dispute involving 
such con tractor and einphiyees, together 
with a statement of the issues giving 
rise thereto. 

Paragraph (2j provides for a period of 
not less than 30 days after any notice 
under paragraph ( I ) is given during 
which time the contractor and his em- 
ployees shall continue to <sperate under 
the same conditions which prevailed 
when the dispute arose except as they 
may be modified by the mutual agree- 
ment or by decision of the National War 
Labor Board. It is aLso provided in para- 
graph (3) that unless such dispute has 
been settle<l on the 30th day after the 
notice the National Labor Rela lions 
Board shall take a secret ballot of the 
employees in the plant or bai’gairiing 
unit with respect to which the dispute ia 
applicable on the question whether they 
will permit such interruption of war pro- 
duction. 

Subsection <b) provides that ,suhsec- 
tion (a) shall not apply wdth lespecl to 
any plant, mine av facility of which fios- 
session ha.s been taken by the United 
States, 

The question naturally arises in con- 
sidering Section 8 of the bill as to why 
the provi*sions providing for a TO-day 
notice of intent to strike were included 
in a bill designed to prohibit strike-'^ al- 
logether. The provision for fining leader- 
ship is apparently based upon the theory 
that leadership foments strikes. This 
theory does not appear to be based on 
facts. The best example of thi.s is the coal 
.strike, which undoubtedly originated with 
the deinands of the miners themselves 
for better living conditions and in which 
case the leaders were only acting under 
instructions. 

A probable effect of the 30-day notice 
will be to nullify the influence of labor

T HFj League of Nations has just 
brought forward a report delineating 
in broad outline form general world 
prilioies deemed as essential for sound 
postwar recons true lion and the estab- 
lish metit of a workable economic system 
whieh will be capable of insuring a last- 
ing peace. 

The origin of the study stems from the 
appointment by the Council of the 
League of Nations, back in 19S8, of a 
special delegation charged with investi- 
gating ways and means of preventing or 
at least mitigating deleterious economic 
depressions such as the one which the 
civilized world had recently experiencfcd. 

WAKHAW BOMBING m.ABTS STUDY 

The o Lit break of the war in Europe 
with the bombing of Warsaw on the first 
day of September, 19^19, interrupted the 
smwey, at the same time creathig many 
new problems of peculiar and interlock- 
ing nature. But the first phase of the 
delegation's ivork has now- been com- 
pleted and a report entitled ^*The Transi- 
tion from War to Peace Economy,” has 
just been published dealing with the im- 
mediate, realistic problems of the post- 
war transition period ahead. A second 
and moie eUiborate report concerning 
long range tiuctuations tn economic ac* 
tivity and their causes will eventually 
follow'. 

The delegation was headed by Sir 
Fredenck Phillips, of Great Britain, who 
acted as chairman. Among the many who 
participated in one capacity or another 
in the study were the honorable Henry 
F. Grady, chairman of the economic com- 
mittee of the League; Winfield W. Rief- 
ler, re j) re sen ting the financial committee; 
Pi'ofetisor Oskar Morgens tern and Pro- 
fessor Carter Goodrich, who represented 
the international public works commit-

Starting oul with the thesis that ‘'the 
most important single factor which 
tended to intensify the depth of deiircs- 
sions in the past has been war,” the re- 
port of the ^League's delegation warns of 
the vital necessity of being prepared for 
the transition pcriocl (whenever it ar- 
rives I with safeguards to prevent the 
occui’rence of another worldwide collapse. 

.MAY FOREST AU. COLLAPSE 

Holding that the great intensity of the 
depression which folb>\ved 1929 was “due 
to the combination of an ordinary cycli- 
cal setback with deep-seated structural 
maladjustments ^ in large mea.sure 

a legacy of the last war,” the delegation 
strongly urges that the great industrial 
nations of the workl take those necessary 
steps which will coimteract forces found 
likely to give rise to renewal depies- 
.sions. For it is to these nations especially 
that the rest of the world must buik for 
the determination of future ectmomic 
stability. 

The gravest mahuljustments arising 
from the first World War were reflected, 
according to the report, in such manners 
as 

the growth of economic nationalism; 
the overexten.sion of agricultural ca- 
pacity; 

postwar i relation, resulting in the de- 
struction of currencies ami leavings; 
a rapid coin|wtitive industrial develop- 
ment from non- European ami neu- 
tral nations; 

large political debts which disrupted 
internatiomil balances of payments: 
a one-sided tlow of capital between na- 
tions; 

and the failure of the United States to 
adapt its tariff policy to its changeiJ 
position as a creilitor nation follow'- 
ing the wmr. 

Already, the report points out, many 
of the factors leading directly toward 
economic instability in the postwar period 
are plainly visible. The world must not 
repeat the mistake, the delegation insists, 
of allowing each nation to act inde- 
pendently ♦ seeking to maintain internal 
economic stability without regard for 
the effect of its policies upon the rest of 
the world. Branding independent national 
action as inevitably self-defeating, the 
report declares that “it is of the utmost 


importance that national policies should 
be coordinated on the basis of an agreed 
intermitional plan, each (policy) being 
supported and furthered by the others, 

PROGRAM FOR SI AHILITY 

“But economic cooperation between 
ecum tries fiir such purposes,” the group 
confesses, “will be feasible only if politi- 
cal security is firmly establi.shod and if 
economic policies are no longer condi- 
tioned Viy the fear of war. Moreover, such 
coopeiation cannot be achieved unless 
the peoples of the world understand reali- 
ties ami nre willing to face them.” 

Such a program as the League deems 
neces.sary for enduring .stability would 
retpiire strong resistance to “the pres- 
sure of special interests in favor of self- 
regarding policies.” It would call for *‘a 
high degree of .state.smanship nnd cour- 
age on the part of those responsible for 
postwar policy*^ and “on the part of the 
rank ami file of the people, an under- 
standing of how much is at stake.” 

In broatl tenns the Leaguers program 
outline.^ seven basic economic objectives 
as guiding principles for formulating in- 
tern ulional postwar policies, 

■'•We believe that the objectives of eco- 
nomic policy should be to assure: 

“1, that the fullest possible use is 
mutie of the resources of production, 
human and material, of the skill anfl 
enterprise of the individual, of avail- 
able scientific discoveries and inven- 
tions so as to attain and maintain in all 
countries a stable economy and using 
standards of living; 

“2. that, in .so far as possible, no 
man or woman able and willing to wcu'k 
should be unable to ohlain employment 
for periods of time longer than is 
needed to transfer from one occupa- 
tion to another or, when necessary, to 
acKluire a new skill; 

“:i. that in the use of these produc- 
tive resources* the provision of goods 
and service to meet the essential physi- 
ological needs of all classes of the 
piipulation in fotnl. clothing, house 
room and medical care, is a prime con- 
sideration; 

“4, that society distribute, as far as 
possible, the risk to the individual re- 
sulting from interruption or reduction 
of earning power; 

“fi. that the liberty of each individual 
to choose his owm occupation is re- 
spected and is promoted by ecjual edu* 
cational opportunities; 

“d. that the liberty of each country 
to share in the markets of the world 
and thus to obtain access to the raw' 
materials and manufactured goods

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PEACE DAY, 1918 

U. S. A. UNPREPARED 


H OW did peace come in 1918? Was the 
country ready for peace? Had any 
prepfmitionR been made for mustering" 
mcTi out on an intelligent basis and to 
start peacetime industry with little fric- 
tion? These tiuestions are asked and an- 
swered in a study made by the U. S, De- 
partment of Labor called Post-War 
Planning of World War 1/' by Stella 
Stewart, chief of the Division of His- 
tori cal Studies of Wartime Problems. 

THOriMlTS rxSIHlKEN 

Miss Stewart says: 

“For nuiny months any outspoken dis- 
cussion of demob] lizati on was stt'crngly 
disctni raged. Powerful agencies within 
the government insist eil that such discus- 
sion would weaken ihe war etfort. In fact, 
men hesitated to push reconstruction 
plans too vigorously foi" fear of being 
charged with treasonable pro-Germanism. 

“And so, without nn aroused and in- 
telligent public opinitvn, and lacking 
courageous leadership for activating the 
brave paper plans, Armistice came imex- 
pectediy. Then it was too late to do more 
than eaiTy through stune hurriedly im- 
p ro vised ex p e ( 1 i e n ts , 

“What was the result? Within six 
weeks, almost five billion dollars* worth 
of w'ar contracts had been cancelled with 
no adequate system of cheeks and bal- 
ances U> insure an equitable burden either 
on m a n a ge m en t o i- lab o r . 

“By Jamuiry 1, lUllh more than half a 
million service men had been discharged. 
Throughout the spiing of 19 19^ they w’ere 
being discharged at the rate of more than 
b0,iK)0 a week. Simultaneously telegraphic 
reports frenn industJ ial ureas indicated u 
steadily increasing labor surplus, greatest 
in the big munitions centers of the North, 
“Six months after the Armi.stice condi- 
tions were even wmrse. Unemployment 
was steadily on the increase and the gov- 
ernment slated that there was no assur- 
ance that the peak had yet been reached. 
The War Department was Just beginning 
its long-drawn-out settlement of war con- 
tracts^ and industry was awaiting the 
price and production adjustments which 
w'ere bound to comCi** 

WHEN J'HK BOOM ( (>I;LAI\SEI) 

War idTorts in 1918 collapsed like a 
pricked balloon, Dtdlar-a-year men closed 
their desks in Washington and took the 
train home. The war boom collapsed. This 
does not mean that there werenT voices of 
warning raised prior to the Armistice. 
Felix Frankfurter, then chairman of the 
War [iab(>r Policies Board, now Justice of 
the Supreme Court, issued this warning in 
1918: 

“At the end of the war, there %vill be a 
surplus of labor. The demobilizatiim of 
the annetl forces must occur simul- 
taneously with the cessation of the pro- 
duction of war materials . . , industry will 
revert slowly and cautiously to its normal 
production^ and for a considerable period 
it will mit supply suflicient employment 
for the work men now' engaged; it will cer- 
tainly not take care of the returning 
soldiers. Unless extensive preparation is 
made, a period of vast unemployment is 


No planning. 

No preparation followed by 
almost chaos. It must not 
haiipen again 

to be expected. Lubur will suffer from 
this situation acutely and immediately. 
The pi'inciple of indu.s trial cooperation 
will be in jeopardy. It is unnecessary to 
suggest that Uu‘ standards now existing 
in industrial relations cannot then be 
maintained. The possible social ami polit- 
ical results of these comlitimis cannot 
safely be predicted," 

PRESIDENT EAIUvD TO PREPARE 

But even President Wilson was reluc- 
tant to do much about the situation and 
to make preparation for the coming peace. 
In this brochure the President is quoted 
as saying: 

“1 have had in mind the formation cjf 
.such a commission as you suggest, but 
have not satisfied myself as to the per- 
sonnel of it, because 1 have noticed that 
commissions on the other side of the 
water have gone very much afield, but I 
am doubting the usefulness of their j'ov- 
ing commissions. But I hope to uddress 
myself to the mattei" very soon now,” 

The statement of President Wilson 
was in answer to a request of Mi\ Filene, 
U. S. Chamber of Commerce, to stmly 
post-war problems. 


When the Armistice came, the LTiited 
States ’ivas unprepared and Hlmo,st chaos 
resulted. The problem of 1944-45 is in- 
finitely greater. Four times as many men 
are out of civilian production and inducted 
into the armed forces; eight times as 
many billion dollars have been invested 
in war prepa ration as in 1918, and the 
problem of demobilization will he infi- 
nitely greater. Will the United States be 
prepared ibis time? 

This groat war that broke so suddenly 
upon the world two years ago, and which 
has swept within its flume so great a 
part of the civilized world, ha.s affected us 
very profoundly, and w'c are not only at 
liberty, it is perhaps our duty, to si>cak 
very frankly of it ami of the great inter- 
ests of civilization which H affects, 

With its causes and it,n objects we are 
not concerned. The obscure fountains 
from which its stupendous fiood has hurst 
forth we arc not interested to search for 
or explore. But so great a flood, spread 
far and wiiie to every quarter of the 
globe, has of necessity engulf ctI many 
a fair province of right that lies very 
near to us. Our own rights as a Nation, 
the liberties, the privileges, and the 
property of our people have been pro- 
foundly iiffected. We are not mere (fis- 
connected lookers-on. The longer the war 
lasts, the mure deeply do we become con- 
cerned that it should be brought to an 
end anil ihe world be permitted to re- 
sume its normal life and course again,

“A special drive by organized labor for 
the sale of War Bonds has been arranged

“All local unions having $1,400 or more 
to invest, if they have surplus funds for 
such an investment, can have a piece of 
war equipment designated as their pur- 
chase, and can have a short name, up Lu 
three words, inscribed on it.

administrator of REA, to back a policy 
of taking dues from cooperatives and 
using them for forming private insurance 
companies. 

Revelations made by Judson King, di- 
rector, National Popular Government 
League, in the Public Utilities Fort- 
nightly have caused a furor in this coun- 
try.

W IIAT does full employment mean? It 
meanSj in the case of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Elextrical 
WoRKfiRis, every man willing: and able to 
work, at work. It means that in 1042 
every member on the average worked 7 
per cent more than the standard work 
year. 

Last year under the pressure of our 
war effort electrical workers, like millions 
of others, \vere called upon for an extraor- 
dinary amount of overtime ivork. 

Members of the iNTERNATfONAL Broth- 
erhood OF Electrical Workers per- 
formed an average of 143 hours, each, of 
work in excess of their staiidanl, full-time 
working year. This was equivalent to 
practically 18 extra days apiece; or M 
more days^ wot'k per member than in the 
previous 12-inunth period, 1941. 

IL\SP:r> ON REAL RECORDS 

Our calculation is based on actual on- 
the-job records of pertinent employment 
data kept regularly by thousands of L B, 
E. W, members. 

We arc proud to announce that this is 
the twelfth year in w^hich a significant 
proportion of our membership has col- 
lected vital information germane to its 
job experience. Our employment report- 
ing system, inaugurated as an experi- 
mental, pioneering step under the guid- 
ance of the union's RESEARCH Depart- 
ment in the distressed days of 1931, is a 
direct outgrowth of recognizing a need 
for accurate, factual material for modern- 
day negotiations with employers. 

Actually this material is of tremendous 
importance, both to the local unions and 
to the organization as a whole. Moreover, 
it covers one of the most varied and in- 
teresting periods in all history, witness- 
ing w-ithtn a single decade a passage from 
bitterest depiessiou to the dizzy produc- 
tive pace of today. Though our records 
do not go back that far we know that the 
boom days of 1928 and 1929 saw' nothing 
like the present employment situation. 


Research Department 
finds every member worked 
“overtime” days during year. 
Figures guide to entire mem- 
bership 

KXTUK.MES AFFECT AVERAGE 

All of our members ivere not called 
upon, of course, for overtime work last 
year. i^Iany, stationed in areas untouched 
by the war e.xpansion program, were at 
limes even under-employed. On the other 
hand, electrical woi'kers in defense cen- 
ters frequently had to put in 5(1, GO, 70 
ami even more hours per week. Total over- 
time last year was sufficient to raise the 
average for the LB. E. W, as a whole to 
7 per cent above our establi.shed full-time 
employment. 

We define a full-time w'orking year for 
an electrical worker as being equal to 
2.080 hmir.^ of work (52 weeks of 40 hours 
each). In reality this is a high standard, 
seldom attained even in normal years, 
p'or nearly everyone has a little time oflT 
from his job in a year's period, whether 
due to illness, vacation or other causes. 

The L B. E. W. embraces all types of 
electrical workers in its memberKhip — 
those engaged in building construction, in 
the electric pow’er and light indusilT Rt^^l 
other public utilities^ in electrical manu- 
facturing, shipbuiiding, radio, telephone 


and numerous other types of industrial 
activities. 

Because our trade reaches into indus- 
tries which are both basic and sensitive 
to general business activity, we believe 
that our records over the past 12 years 
closely mirror the experience of workers 
throughout the North Amerjcun con- 
tinent. 

The employment reports which the 
International Office has thus far received 
from ail of our members combined indi- 
cate that in 194E electrical workers aver- 
aged 2,222 hours of employment per 
member, or 42.7 hours weekly. In UUl 
we averaged 37.5 horns per week. 

CONSTRUCTION WORK RISES 

In accordance wdth our practice in other 
yeai's we have segregated the reports I'c- 
ceived from tw'o main branches of our 
trade, (1) those from strictly building 
trades or **inside'' locals and (2j those 
from our various types of locals engaged 
in the electric poorer and light industry, 
comprising locals classified as having 
jurisdiction over **linemen,’’ '^outside/' 
“powerhouse/' “electric light ami power" 
and “utility” workers.

Nineteen hundred and forty-two w'as 
the first year, since we started keeping 
records In 1931, in which the members of 
our building construction locals averaged 
more work than the members in our locals 
in the electric utility field. 

Normally employment in the electric 
power industry is relatively stable, 
whereas in construction employment 
fluctuates widely in response to the swing 
of business activity. Utility workers were 
fully employed last year, averaging 9B.4 
per cent of our standard work-year, but 
construction workers averaged (1.3 per

Plain Labor unionists throughout the country should 
Talk understand exactly what is going on in Wash- 
ington* In the first place, it should be known 
that the President, as he should be, as Commander- 
in-Chief of the armed forces, is absorbed in the tre- 
mendous task of winning the war. The chief executive 
has built his war machine upon a cross-section of 
American life including business men and every other 
type of worker* Business men are filling the principal 
offices in Washington, clothed in the power of federal 
employees. Not all of them, but most of them, have 
used this as an opportunity to prosecute private ends 
and to wage war against labor* They have been abetted 
in this by a reactionary Congress which lias sought to 
destroy every gain which labor has made during the 
last decade. This performance, of course, is close to 
treason because it lessens the war effort and shatters 
morale* These reactionary representatives of big busi- 
ness have prosecuted their plans with avidity and 
power, and they have not ceased doing so. 

Labor unionists have felt the impact of this and 
have laid the responsibility upon those whom they 
call “bureaucrats/' but in actuality the process has 
been originated and controlled by business men dis- 
guised as bureaucrats. 


Lrnenipioyment A striking example of the fact that 
Begins it is not possible and it is not wise 

to sei>arate wartime problems from 
postwar problems, is the ironical fact that postwar 
unemployment is already beginning in the United 
States* The most striking example of this is what 
happened to the building trades when wartime facili- 
ties were completed* Approximately 750,000 building 
trades workmen have been engaged in the last three 
months in re-locating themselves in other jobs, many 
of them not directly related to their craft. This has 
created a severe employment problem. Now there is 
evidence as civilian economy tapers off during the last 
two quarters of 1943 that more unemployment will be 
created by shortage of basic raw materials* The paper 
and pulp industry is an example. Many skilled crafts- 
men in the printing and pressmen field will be without 
their accustomed work because of the curtailment of 


paper production. These examples will increase rapidly 
in the next few months, and something constructive 
and efficient should be done about it. 

When the building tradesmen went out in the 
slow up, the War Manpower Commission failed to 
consider the problem as a mass problem. The War 
Manpower Commission reared back on its haunches 
and said that each individual worker should take care 
of himself by applying at employment offices. How- 
ever, you can not solve mass problems by this individ- 
ualistic method. The government should now take 
drastic steps to meet this problem of wartime unem- 
ployment which is really postwar unemployment as 
it accumulates. 


Wages Chances are that labor leaders, government 
In Stew leaders and business leaders will learn con- 
siderably about the function of wage.s in a 
national economy during this war* It is apparent that 
the fixation of wages by cost of living figures is only 
a temporary expedient* Important it is that labor's 
standard of living keeps up with the jumping inflation- 
ary price system, but no one should be fooled in think- 
ing that this is a scientific or even a sound way of 
establishing just wages. Moreover, it is apparent that 
labor should get more money in a national economy 
that produces a national income of 150 billion dollars 
a year as compared with 70 billion dollars of four 
years ago. This adjustment of wages upward is being 
made by some small increases in the actual wage 
schedules, by overtime and by a full year of work* It 
is at once seen that wages become, therefore, an all- 
important means of distribiiting the national income. 
This is significant simply because without a fairer 
distribution of national income, busines.s lapses. 

Just how far wages affect the price system adversely 
has not yet been indicated. Certainly Great Britain 
has not adopted the means of curbing inflation by 
freezing wages as the United States has, and yet Great 
Britain has not the upward rise in prices that the 
United States has. Labor’s pre.sent grievance against 
its government is iliat labor is made to bear most of 
the sacrifice in the fight against inflation. Labor is 
asking all over the coimlry, why should the working 
man not be allowed to make as much as he can ? Busi- 
ne.ss is allowed this right, professional men are allowed 
this right, and farmers are allowed this right. 


A I.abor The funeral of George Master ton, deceased 
Leader president of the United Association of 
Plumbers and Steam Fitters, was large and 
impressive* The e.steem of all of labor's ranks for this 
highminded and eiiergeLic labor leader strengthens 
faith in the labor movement. 

George Masterton died suddenly in his apartment 
in Washington as he was preparing to go with Presi- 
dent Brown of the Electrical Workers to South 
America. He was a leader without cant and pretense. 
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He was devoted to his job. He wished always to do 
what was right for his membership. He brought sim- 
plicity and enthusiasm to his task. Ironical it is that 
George Master fcon was looking forward to his trip to 
South America as a change that would bring him 
relief from sorrow left by the death of his wife the 
year before. His going is a loss to the labor movement. 


Social Security The importance of social security at 
Now this hour in America is being graspeil 

by millions of workers. A confidential 
poll made by an eastern university revealed that 80 
l>er cent of the wage earners, and for that matter of 
the whole ]}opulation, are for fundamental change.^ 
in the Social Security Act. The Wagner-Murray- 
Dingell l)ill, now before Congress, should go to hear- 
ings in the fall. 

Though many foes of social advancement have 
arisen to confuse the issues, wage earners understand 
basic points. 

1. For many years many labor unions have had 
their own insurance system.s. Trade unionists know 
that when new members are taken into the union and 
given coverage, the insurance plan is strengthened 
rather than weakened. They know insurance is a busi- 
ness that must be operated accurately upon actuarial 
figures and by careful management. They know, too, 
that when the business is operated this way, it is suc- 
cessful and substantial. There is nothing mysterious 
about this process. It can be done with 300,000 mem- 
bers in a union, and it can be do]ie for 130;000,000 
American citizems. 

2. The war has revealed that private initiative is 
not destroyed by social security for Ihe masses. Lit- 
erally hundreds of thousands of men over 65 have set 
aside their rights to old-age pensions in order to go to 
work to help their government in the emergency. 

Moreover, the fact that the American system of 
social security is based upon contributions made by 
wage earners makes it a pay-as-you-go plan and not 
charily. The Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill re-empha- 
sizes this point of share- the-costs and does not ask 
ultimately for more contributions from employers but 
more from wage earners. 

3- What has happened during the eight years (the 
birthday of American social security was August 14th) 
is that private insurance companies have greatly 
increased their business simply because social security 
has made the American people insurance conscious. 
Millions of Americans who have never known the 
value of insurance have learned the importance of it 
through social security and have bought annuities 
and life insurance from old-line companies. Though 
medical associations are now opposing the medical 
care features of the Wagner-Murray-Dingell bill, it 
is believed by experts and every thoughtful person 


that if the Wagner bill is passed, the medical profes- 
sion will be benefited just as the private insurance 
companies have benefited. It is wrong to keep medical 
care and hospitalization away from millions who should 
have it simply because a reactionary professional atti- 
tude believes that the doctor’s business will be hurt. 

4. Finally, wage earners are beginning to see that 
the hund.s of their representatives at the peace con- 
ference, whenever it comes, will be greatly strength- 
ened if a strong social insurance system stands behind 
it. Strictly speaking, the war was fought and is being 
fought for social security. If the United States can sit 
at the peace table with a strong social security sy .stem 
behind it, alongside delegates from Great Britain the 
South American republics, Russia, China and the other 
United Nations, the hands of our representatives will 
be strengthened. 


LB.E.W. The International Brotherhood of 
Strength Electrical Workers, by wdse leadership 
and by the loyalty of individual members, 
is growing stronger each day despite the multiplicity 
of problems that face it during the war. Membership 
is increa.srng monthly and problems are being solved 
intelligently. 

It is well to recapitulate. Unionism is an index of 
democratic strength in any country, A.s fascism grows, 
unions diminish. It is to be believed, therefore, that 
America has its course well charted toward democracy 
as union .strength increases. Despite the cheap, hostile 
opposition to unionism by clandestine conspirators 
who say one thing and do another, unionism goes for- 
ward in this country, and it should. Unionism is the 
best way yet formulated for common people to look 
after their own affairs, to gather strength, to register 
dissent, to cooperate with one anolher, to voice their 
aspirations, to seek a more just position in the national 
economy, and to carry on the eternal battle for human 
emancipation. 


An All Important Perhaps you missed it in the news* 
Difference It was a minor thing. But— 

nothing reveals more the far- 
reaching, imaginative grasp of the American general 
stair on the war, than the fact that before the inva- 
sion of Sicily boatloads of macaroni and spaghetti 
were standing offshore ready to be delivered to starv- 
ing inhabitants. In direct contrasts to the methods of 
the Nazis, American soldiers came to Sicily with food 
and with understanding and with succor, Nazis have 
made it a universal practice to deplete an occupied 
nation of all food produced, leaving the population to 
starve. It will not take long for the news to spread. 
Soon the world will know that the democratic nations 
mean what they say when they declare there is a uni- 
verse of difference between democratic and fascist 
systems. 
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(JIVE US A ROLLBACK i»LUS A CLAMPDOWN 


O UT our way, when one of “the girls” 
comes back from marketing, the first 
thing we ask is, “How^s the meat situa- 
tion?” Too often it^s a story of empty 
^ases. This is getting us into a frame of 
mimi w-here we do not think about price, 
or even point values* as long as the points 
last, but "'What can we get?" Through a 
combination which appears to include 
black marketej^R, farm organisations, food 
packers and almost a working majority in 
Congress, we are getting an unconscion* 
able, morale-destroying rooking. Maybe 
you didnT go to the little store around 
the corner where they doiiT post a ceiling 
price, but they do have some beef. Lots of 
people di<l, however, and dkhft inquire too 
closely into the price per pound. The cost 
of food to the consumer is up more than 
50 per cent since 1939, but the big pro- 
ducers, processers and their agents want 
more. 

If they can drive the Little Woman 
with the Market Basket so crazy she 
hardly looks at the piice, the way will be 
easier. 

Poultry isn't rationed, but Washington 
housewives look in vain for chicken at the 
market. Just recently wo found out \vhy. 
State police began stopping trucks on a 
Delaware highway, requisitioning the 
poultry on them for the Army. The Army 
hasnT been getting any chickens, either* 
since it can pay only the legal ceiling 
price* Indications were that the millions 
of pounds of poultry produced on the 
Eastern Shore were being bought up by 
dealers paying considerably above the 
ceiling price, and selling through black 
markets. The OP A, the Army and the 
War Food Administration combined pow- 
ers to stop the trucks, requisition the car- 
goes, and pay for them at the legal ceiling 
price. 

Congress seemed bent on banning the 
use of government funds for food price 
roll-backs, but administration pressure 
just did win out, so let us hope for speedy 
and effective action* 

“LABOR,” the newspaper of the rail- 
road labor unions, charged that '"this na- 
tion is faced wuth a w'elLplanned plot 
through which war profiteers in the food 
packing, processing, handling and distri- 
bution trades am engtiffed in a gigantic 
strike to break dowm the relatively feeble 
efforts made by the government to date to 
maintain some sort of control over prices.” 
This newspaper asserts that production 
of meat and butter w’as deliberately cur- 
tailed 50 per cent, and that this “crusade” 
was backed by ofhelals of the American

Farm Bureau Federation, which main- 
tains a sti'ong lobby in Congress, 

In the meantime labor is expected to go 
along with w*age slubilization, based on 
the Little Steel formula. If labor com- 
plains, it is accused of adding to infla- 
tionary tendencies* Well, as usual, labor 
is on the side of the common people* of 
which it is a part. It has asked that prices 
be rolled back to the level of September* 
1942, even if it is necessary for the gov- 
ernment to purchase the entire supply 
of basic foodstuffs and redistribute them.

How to 
process fruits and vegetables with pres- 
sure cooker or water bath canner. With a 
large time-table and directions which 
would be handy to hang up on your 
kitchen wall. 


Price controls have been aiiplied in such 
a reluctant and spotty way that fresh 
vegetables, which should be plentifully 
utilized to take the place of rationed 
products, have been allowed to advance 
and maintain prices more than 100 per 
cent higher than a year ago* Of the fruits, 
only bananas and citrus fruits have any 
price ceilings at all. Seven fresh vt5ge- 
t a hies were under price regulation (cab- 
bage* carrots, lettuce, peas, snap beans, 
spinach and tomatoes) but at this writing 
it was a winter price level, set in Feb- 
ruary, 1943, and not lowered as summer- 
time brought more plentiful supplies. 
Prices on other fresh vegetables are free 
to go w'here they listeth* up, up, up. About 
the only factcjc to apply u cheek is the re 
doubtable effort of victory gardeners, who 
are putting millions of pounds of fresh 
vegetables on the table that don't go 
through the grocer luinds. 

We don't want the long, difficult job of 
neg<itiating wage increases to keep up 
with a I'ising cost of living but labor heads 
logically insist that this will be neces- 
sary unless we get what we have been 
promised — ^a rollback of prices, and in ad- 
dition we must have a clanipdown on the 
black market. It isn't fair to expect the 
housewife to pass up the well-filled cases 
of food in si destreet markets, which she 
suspects were illegally obtained* when 
confronted by empty counters in the law- 
abiding store. Her instinct tells her that 
her main job is to keep her family well 
nourished and in good working trim. Un- 
less this situation is cleaned up it \vil) 
cause a wide-spread disrespect for law ii’i 
regard to price control, and a drop in 
morale* 

But you can contribute .something to 
root out black markets, and consider it 
war .service of great importance. The 
OP A is now asking the help of housewives 
to enforce price control* I.abor advisory 
committees are being named to help re- 
cruit them* Little booklets are being 
printed* called '‘The OPA Market Basket 
Price Book,” in which yo\i may enter the 
prices you pay, and check them against 
those on a printed list of ceiling prices* 

Here arc some instructions for union 
price checkers: 

1. Don't bother w'ith chain stores — ^they 
will be covered by OPA inspectors* 

2* DonT check any prices except those 
on the price lists until additional legal 
price lists are made available by the OPA 
district office to the OPA district labor 
advisory committee. 

3* Make sure that the ceiling prices on

Then through political change he was 
removed from that job and he took a job as 
state fire marshal of Indiana. In the last city

Your ijffveinmem must h;>ve more manila fibei-, and the seriousnesa of 
the i?itoation wan ants heroic action. 

At the time of the fall of the Philippines, which had formerlj' supplied 
the world with this important material, there was a lelatively small amount 
of manila fiber in the United States. Sin re this time the stock has been 
shrinking. War brings greatly expanded need for this material. 

In addition to its use in the manufacture of rope, nianiia fiber is retjuired 
in processing cordage, in the manufacture of insulating paper for electrical 
wiring and communication cables such as those used by the Army Signal 
Corps in field operations. It is also required for the manufacture of parachute 
paper and signal flares for military uses. It is needed in the manufacture of 
gaskets for tanks, airplanes, tractors, etc., and in the production of papers 
used fo]' special purposes by the Army Medical Corps and Chemical Warfare 
Sc rsfice. 

A special appeal has been made by the War Production Board to workers, 
particularly railroad workers, to make an exhaustive search for this vital 
material. Even old scraps of rope, rotting away on boats, on river-front 
wharves, in tool houses, tool trains, at coaling stations and coal docks, in 
grain elevators, in abandoned buildings or warehouses, shoubl be hunted down 
and hurried to the salvage depot.

BiPtnr: With the closing down of the 
Gopher Ordnanee Pliint construction at Rose- 
mount, Minn., defense work in this area, so 
far as construction is concerned, is practieally 
at a standstill. This Incnl union having juris- 
dicticin over the on t, side work in fit. Pa til and 
vicinity has 25 men left on this project. Most 
of the linemen and groumlmen who arc not 
employed by the utility companies have gone 
to Alaska, where we have furnished most of 


the men on the liiitfield Elect ric C*ompany 
telephone project. 

The general contract for the construction 
of an airplane propeller factory to be located 
on the site of the present Minnesota State 
Ell irg rounds has just been let am! the elec- 
trical work should start within 3fi days. 

Our contract with the Willow River Power 
Company of Hudson. Wis.. expires in 60 days 
and amendments are being served for wage 
incieases. 

Our contract with the Northern Slates 
Power Company, covering more than BflO mem- 
bers, having expired April 30, and negotia- 
tions having resulted in no agreement, our 
case has been certified l>y the Secretary of La- 
bor to the War Labor Board. We are now 
waiting for the appointment of a panel and 
we expect that very shortly hearings will 
start in the Twin Cities for the panel. Nego- 
tiations have been held jointly with L. U. No. 
HiO. of Minneapolis, and the two cases will be 
heard together by the same panel of the War 
Labor Board. O. D, Zim Hug, of the Labor 
Bureau of the Mldille West, has been retained 
as counsel by the unions on the case.

of the job for 30 days because of the luck of

a proper terminittion slip when there was 
every justification for terminating. This, in 
his mimh is a hindrance to the war effort 
rather than accomplishing the purpose for 
which the rule was originally aHopted, To tie 
up in the War Labor Board the union's case 
for an increase in wages, in many instances 
the increases agreed to betTveen the company 
jind the union, coming wdthin the application 
of I he Little Steel Eormula, is in their minds 
a situation which if not corrected soon will 
prompt the membership to deinand of their 
locals abrogation of their "no strike'^ pledge. 
Ill fact, it is being argued now that the recent 
Aet of Congress which in effect legalises 
strikes in certain industries after certain 
fujmalities have been complied with should 
fret* labor of it.s no strike pledge and labor 
should now not be hesitant to invoke their 
economic rights. Neither can they understand 
why utilities can apparently go on unchecked 
mi fur as profits are concerned while they are 
bound to a 15 per cent wage increase since 
ItMl, notwiihstanrling the fact that this 
r mount falls far short of absorbing the addi- 
tional cost of living that has confronted them. 

Surely the patience of a memhershipj still 
emploi'ed at 40 hours per w'eek with slight in- 
crease over their 1941 wage, is sorely tried. 
Likewise, the leadership of any local union is 
put to severe test to, on the one hand, keep 
faith with labor’s "no strike'* pledge, and on 
the other, to keep faith with a loyal member- 
ship demanding relief and proper considera- 
tion of their demands. The patriotism of both 
nlfidals and membership is much greater than 
thuH' not in the movement would lead others 
to believe. U is a good thing this is true or 
work stoppages would be the order of the day 
instead of the exceptioTi of the day. 

Because most employees of the utility com- 
panies are marneii men w ith families the local 
union has hut 3H members serving in the 
urmcit forces at this time. The Sealiees seems 
to be the favorite branch of the service and 
we are enclosing herewith a picture of Leslie 
Fontaine, line foreman in the overhead de- 
partment of the Northern Slates Power Com- 
pany, who has been active in our local union 
for over six years, and who is the latest addi- 
tion to Uncle Sam's forces. 

Brother Eontaine is a deacetuliint of the 
chieftains ot the Montana Black feet Indians, 
but he is proud to take off his feathered w-ar- 
bonnet and put on the black-and-white cap 
of a chief electrician’s mate in the Seahees 
divi;«ion of the Navy, where he will perform 
construction work for Uncle Sam. 

The assembly meetings are being held but 
once a month now; the executive boiirfl is con- 
tinuing to meet each week; stewards are meet- 
ing once a month, and the seniority board 
when tailed. 

The organization has just voted to aid the

The 
position of the Labor Temple Assodution in 
fit. *'aul is a sound one which should be fol- 
lowed by not only labor organiiia lions but by 
municipaliticft that are loatlod wdtb debt and 
arc making no provision for what may lie 
abend of us. 

The State Electrical Council held its quar- 
terly meeting in Duluth on May 12 and more 
local unions were represented than at any 
prior meeting. The effort of the council to 
organize the cuoperative.s throughout the state 
is progressing satisfactorily and om; man is 
being utilized full time for this effort. 

We have again been aiding liocal Union No. 
11 fid in its negotialjons with the National 
Battery Company, and take some pride in the 
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contract which that orja: an Nation has with 
the Xatlona! Battery rr>aJiianj% which we 
lieve Ut be the best coalruet in exTstence be- 
tween a battery compiiny and any IochI union.

We are all fully aware by now of the gros^i 
betrayal of labor by means of the passage of 
the Smith-('oTinal1y Bill in Congress over the 
President's veto. Every one is fully aware 
of the softening-up process indulged in by all 
enemies of labor. They used thtf Kaltenhorna 
and others on the air ami the Peglers arid oth- 
ers in the press. But, Brothers, let us remem- 
ber that inasmuch as everything works in 
cycles, whether it is historical events or 
works of nature, the cycle wdll again wairk its 
way Hfouml our way and, as the saying goes, 
the wheels of justice grind slowly hut grind 
exceedingly fine. Let us not be idle In the 
meantime and sit by and wait for justice. 
Remember, the price of liberty is eternal 
vigilance! 

We rend where some labor organization has 
compulsory registration for its met^bership 
and sees to it that all vote. It seems to us 
that is an excellent idea ami possibly that is 
the long-awaited solution to the problem how 
to get the rank and tile to get out and vote 
the w'ay it should.

Editor: The Joint conference of the execu- 
tive hoanb of the Electrical Workers uf 
Southern (’alifornia, L H, E. W,, local unions, 
took place at the Sky Lane Cafe, July 17, 
at Burbank, C*alif., within the sound of 
the powerful motors of the Lockheed -Vega 
w'ar planes being built just across the street. 
District Unit No, 4 of Local Union No, IL 
under the supervision of Business Manager 
Mall, wrs host to the delegates at this nieet.ing. 

These leaders of the Electrical Workers 
were plainly disturbei! liy the implications of 
the recent anti-labor legislation both in Rnc- 
ramento and Washington, There was discus- 
sion of the fact that w'hite our members have 
been occupied with good jobs and a fat purse, 
they have been indifTcrent in doing their 
political Tiuty. The eniluirrnssing proof of this 
is in the type of representatives elcck'd. 

There is no denying that w^e have a gov- 
ernment by ‘^pressure groups’’ who rule hy 
clever laws devised by laivyers. If the rights 
of the workers are ta survive we cannot per- 
mit the present situation anil condition to 
continue. Some of the speakers at this con- 
ference suggested that nu one be permilted to 
join a union who was not a registered voter. 
Means of insuring lhal members of organiran! 
laljur vote were suggested for further con- 
sidcratUm. The fear of the pow'er of laboFs 
vote is indicated in the reactionary jiro- 
vision in the Smith-Cun nalJy Act against cor- 
tributiuns hy unions in n political campaign. 
Progress ci:n continue only when wc nil lake 
our voting seriously- and vote! 

It was suggested that the electrical workers 
take an active interest in all legisbitinn af- 
fecting labor. The .state legislature recently 
tried several attacks agrinst compenHiitinn 
insurance and similar laws. Qur men must be 
on the job to counteract the powerful pro- 
fessional lobbyists of the great corporations. 


We must assure thcfm of votes to offset the 
cash of our oppoaition. 

There was a di.scussion on whether or not a 
meeting of the California State As?50cintioR 
of Elcctricnl Workers should be held this year. 
Some of the speakers were of the opinion that 
the Association shuuUl moot, rogardloss uf 
wartime difficulties, so that plans eon til be 
made to foster a woILdrawm plan to oppose 
further regimentation of labor. They w'lirned 
of n determined group already in the field 
w'ith the express purpose of steadily under- 
mining our existing rights. 

It w-as predicteil that the grcate.st political 
upheaval of the future will be based on the 
jcdis for the ve ter ana of this war. It was 
brought out that if we are to Justify our 
place in the life of the community wp must 
take a more benevolent attitude tow-nrd the 
hospItaliKcd men. Local Unions Nos. 1 1 and 18 
are gathering old radioH, repairing them, and 
donating them to hospitals w'ith the blessings 
of an 1, B, E, W. bihel. Ft was suggested that 
liternturo describing the I, B. E. W. accom- 
pany our gifts to our new-found friemls. 
Thus even while the wmr is going on w'e may 
be able to help rehab iliUte some of these 
boys in jobs ^vhere they will he al>lc to over- 
come their particular handicap. All of these 
ideas and suggestions are a part of the 
realisation on the part of labor that we must 
w'ork out a broad plan if we are to lead the 
way to labor's future. 

The session concluded with a chicken din- 
ner served at the meeting place, and all 
agreed that in spite uf w'nrtime restrictions, 
fond rationing, and other difficulties.

n. The Right to come and go. to speak or 
to he silent, free from the spyings of secret 
political police; 

7, The Right to equaiity before the law. 
with access to justice in fact; 

W, The Right to eilucation, for work, for 
citizenship, and for personal growth and hap- 
piness; and 

0, The Right to rest, recreation, and ad- 
venture; the opportunity to enjoy life urnl 
take part in an advnm ing cEvilisiation, 

These rights and o|>portunities we in th+' 
United States v.*ant for ourselves and for our 
children now’ and when this war is over. They 
go beyond the politiciil forms and freoiloms 
for w'hich our ancestors fought and which 
they handed on to us, because w-e live in u 
new world in which the central problems 
arise from nev? pressures of power, produc- 
tion and population, which our forefathers liid 
not face. 

Their problem w^ns freedom and the pro- 
fluetion of wealth, the building of this con- 
tinent with its farms. Industries, transporta- 
tion and pow^er; ours is freedoru and the ills- 
tHbution of abumiaiice, so that there may be 
no unemployment while there are adequate 
resources and men ready to work and in need 
of food, clothing and shelter.

Editor: Labor Day, September G, 1943. will 
he another clay of war, American labor will he 
producing in an all-out effort to deliver the 
knock-out punch to the tw'o remaining .Axis 
partners. Adolph and Tojo. Wo will be pro- 
ducing for our armies in the field an<l the 
boys in the air and on the seas. 

Labor Day* 1942, was distinguished by 
labor's pledge that *"Froc Labor Will Win.*' 
How well we have ilnne <luring the past yeiir 
history will tell. Tn the building trades thou- 
sands of workers have congregated in various 
areas and by their speed and skill built 
great training camps far .Army and Navy 
personnel. New factories have been built, 
existing plants have been converted and en- 
larged. .All this labor has been performed b 3 " 
members of the building trades who have 
traveled hundreds of mile.4 to the site of 
these projects to supply the demand fur 
skilled labor. 

In July, 1941, the Building and Construc- 
tion Trades became a party to the stabiliza- 
tion agreement signed with the various gov- 
ernment agencies. .At that time prices w'ere 
normal, the cost of living was about on a par 
W'ith the income of the various building trades 
workers. During the months elapsed since 
July, 1941, the trenti of living costs has ad- 
vanced steadily upw-urd until today cost of 
living is steadily advancing. On June 1, 1943* 
workers' food costs were up on the average 


of 8 per cent over June of last year, and in 
many cities the cost of living had advanced 
15 to 25 per cent or more. Some Items w'ere up 
in excess of the average; eggs 40 jier cent, 
pork 30 per cent, butter 35 per cent, sugar 15 
per cent. 

Today unless the cost of living jh stabilized 
we may expect wages to be overshadowed by 
rapid living cost increases. Such rapid in- 
creases in costs of the necessities of living 
can bring only one thing, inflation. The ivork- 
ing man knows only loo well what inflation 
has in store for us. Many of us remember 
the days of World War 1 when the rate of 
■AUiges could not rise fast enough to keep up 
with living costs. Then at last cume the col- 
lapse in 1921 when all the gains labor had at- 
tained were swept away in wage cuts and ‘un- 
employment, 1 am sure none of us will forget 
the unemployment, the hunger, sickness and 
despair of the early 1930’s. It has been proved 
that inflation is always folIow*ed by depres- 
sion, the losses to labor being huge from un- 
employment and wage cuts. 

To prevent iiifliition today is the problem, 
and to solve the problem is to control prices. 
Wages are BtabiliKcd* why are not prices 
controlled liy government edict? We admit, to 
control prices is an exceedingly hard task. 
The prices in the United States arc fixed by 
mlll!an.s^ of people. Prices may tie raised any 
day and raided again the next day, if it costs 
more to make or there happens to he a short- 
age. A higher price for wool means a higher 
cost for clothing; this requires a higher 
wage for the man w'ho buys ii suit and a 
higher cost for the man who pays the wage. 
Therefore the price raise, once started, gath- 
ers momentum. This paves the way for car- 
pet-baggers lUid speculators who profit by 
advancing the inilation. 

The sure way to stop the price Jugger- 
naut is for the government to freeze all 
prices and wages, to prohibit all price and 
W'uge increases. This, of course, means deny- 
ing workers any improvement in their w'age 
income* but it d<ies not himler employers* 
profits. 

The harder way is cooperative price con- 
trol or administered prices. All Hcrious price 
increases are examined l>y a government aii- 
minUtrator to find the reason for such in- 
creases and he in turn fixes a ceiling or top 
price which he deems to be just to all parties 
concerned. ThU plan can succeed only if busi- 
ness men, laborers, consumers, all groups 
cooperate with the government in making all 
effort to prevent price increases, uiul if the 
government has power to enforce the price 
ceilings it sets and prevent price profiteering. 
This task would he almost impractical without 
the cooperation of American business. 

Price control of any kind means a change 
in our free ecunomy; labor knows that infla- 
tion can be far worse than fair price con- 
trols; and the way being tried by our govern- 
ment is much more in keeping- with our free 
enterprise syalem and allows much more op- 
[lortunity to labor than freezing prices and 
wages.

ning the war is of most importance now, but 
it is of equal importance that this be the last 
war* The time has come when the people of 
the worlii should have intelligence enough to 
settle all their iLffereuces in « world cutirt 
where all races would be represented as all 
our United State.?; are represented in Wash- 
ington. 

It would bo a very simple matter to police 
an unarmed ivorld, with all nations partici- 
pating. 

Therf are those who say that there is too 
nmrh difference between the races and that 
there would be too many contlicting ideas for 
a stalde world government. There wore con- 
dieting ideas between our states after the 
Uivil War, and yet nearly everyone admits 
that we are all much better off now than we 
w'ouki be divided* 

There are people from many count ties liv- 
ing in New York City, to some extent ouch 
in their aw'n districts, who woubl periodically 
go to war with each other, but for a stable 
government over the whole. We had an ex* 
ample of that in Detroit not long ago. The 
same thing might be said of the people of 
India. 

Another objection to the United States 
joining in such an agreement is that it has 
been tried and didn't work. There was a time 
when the same thing was said about Ihc auto- 
mobiie and the airplane. 

The idea that America is too good to deni 
wdth the rest of the world on an equal footing, 
or that we are a super race, is wrong. The 
America first or me first idea is founded on 
conceit, greed and selfishness and will in 
the end spell disaster for any country mkqrt- 
ing it. 

It is not in the least any of our business 
what form of governTnent another country 
may have* That, need not affeef. for one min- 
ute the po-;.sibility of our joining with them 
in an agreement to disarm and all live in 
peace* 

A few years ago world unity and world 
peace might have been advocated primarily 
as a humanitartan movement* but under pres- 
ent w*orld conditions the main reason is self- 
preservation* We canT take the risk of being 
licked ■next time even if we spent everything 
tin armaments as Germany has done. We 
might have lost this w'ur hut for a trend of 
events beyond our control, and wc haven't 
%von It yet* Some observers think Germany 
is very happy about our internal fighting and 
will hold on* waiting for the U* S, to break up 
internally as France did; and we are cer- 
tainly headed that way now. 

To those of us W'ho remember when the 
workweek w‘as from 00 to 84 hours, great 
changes in the social and economic life of our 
country have taken place, ThoKe changer wore 
always fought bitterly by the leaetionaries 
and fomenters of discord just Uke they are 
tinlay by those who call anyone trying to 
better the lot of man a “starry-eyed vision- 
ary" and “seeker after Utopia.” In spite of 
these obstructiemiBts the world advances. The 
next few years will bring greater changea 
than the last. Our children will look back on 
these days of war with disgust as we look 
hack on the days of biirning witches. 

Today our world is growing smaller through 
our present mode of communicatimi and 
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transportation. It wHl soon be almost as if 
the whole world lived in. one town, 

Dur most able statesmen, of varyinii be- 
liefs in other matters, ajtree and iidvocate 
above everything el«e the idea of an interna- 
tional tribunal for world disarmament ami 
universal ]3t*ace. It will come. Let*a have it 
now and save our children from Worhl War 
No, 3,

No 
sooner were those peoples disfranchi.sed when 
storm trcHifiers were itl loose throughout the 
country, spreading race haired. There is no 
need to go into the history of thi*s despotic 
rule, for events have proved too w'ol! their 
aims. 

it i*^ very encouraging to read in 
a plan devise<l by the Railway Labor Execu- 
tives' Assneiation in Washington. whi» have 
taken the lead to have every worker and his 
family register and go to the polls next year. 
This is n very importutiL step forward. 
Prepariiticms fur 1944 are the ref ore an in- 
tegral pat'i of the home front of the war effort 
which must be made now* not next year. 
I*egislatlvc committees, such as we have in 
our local* will have a poi#itive value, be a 
guiding spearhead under the sign of unity for 
victory* It is not a queMion of right wdng 
versus left wing. It is not New Deal against 
Old Deal. 

Every railw^ay worker, and every eligible 
mtMnher of hla fainily will register and gu to 
(he polls next year, if plans formulaterl by the 
llailw'ay Labor Executives' Association in 
Washington recently pruve effective. Hi and 
out of the railroad industry, thefic unions 
have between l,50fi,00TI and 2.090 .OOP meml*er^ 
in the I’nited Slates. With their w-ives and 
aiiuk memtiers of therr families- to say noth- 
ing of their friends' here is a potential army 
of b.Ono.ociu American voters, living in every 
state and pmctically every congressional tlis- 
trict between the Atlantic anti the Ihicific. 
The iissticintion is sties.Hing registratitui, 
realizing that unless a worker is registered, 
he can't vote. 

*4mong the steps agreed upon are the fol- 
lowing: I 1 ( National and state legislature 
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rep rest? ntiitJves of the Stftntjard RRilrood La- 
bor Organizations will compile information 
concerning all state anil local regi^rtration 
laws, so that workers may be informeri on 
how and w'hen they nniBl; register- i2\ All 
journals of the orgaiiiKulinns and the mil- 
roud workers" newspaper, "LABOR/' are to 
be asked lo cooperate in publicizing the drive 
and in carrying educational niateriaL 

(3> Machinery wdll be set up at once» 
reaching down into locals and lodges » to ef- 
fectively assist memUera of the unions^ eligible 
members of their famiHea and their friends 
to get their names on the registration JisL 

In the wrords of Thomas C- Cashen, presi- 
dent of the switchmen and also chairman of 
the Railway Labor Kjcecutives’ Asaociatton, 
"This is one of the most important moves ever 
sponsored by the Railroad Labor organiza- 
tion." 

Our foes are boasting that they are fash- 
ioning new and heavier manacles for organ- 
ized labor. That may he considered fair warn- 
ing that they con temp late the destruction of 
the labor movement. 

Brothers, we cannot sit by and allow' those 
enemies of organized labor to use the national 
and state legislatures to destroy our organiza- 
tions that have taken us years to build. 

In this nation-wide campaign to register 
every railroad worker and his family in 
preparation for the ly4l elections, it is vital 
that the w^hole network of locals, legislative 
committees, local federations, system federa- 
tions, state legislative hoards of the Btandnrd 
Railroad Unions become active and conscious 
of the Importance In taking a part in carrying 
the message to ail their friends to register so 
that they can vote in 1944. Let us have a 
victory on the home frc>nt.

Most of them 
workeil on jobs under very adverse circum- 
stances and were advised bj- some of their 
emploj'ers that they had no place for men 
belonging to labor organizations. However, 
these men kept trudging along, xoinetimeis 
laughing at the remarks that were cast about 
organized labor and thinking of the cards 
they were carrying in their pickets, and at 
times being run off of jobs for their organiz- 
ing efforts. In our opinion these men are the 
pioneer.^ of organized labor and are largelj^ 
re.spunsible for the better working conditions 
and salaries we are receiving to<lay. 

We have just gone thr<mgh the stage of 
what is comnion]>' known as lining up a job. 
The .Army Hospital at Okmulgee, Qkla„ w'as 
agreed to be built by 100 per cent organized 
labor with Cowan and Norton Construction 
Co. The lob got under way and wns progress- 
ing rather nicely until North Texas Construc- 
tion Co., a subcontractor who is unfair and 
had the contract for the outside line work, 
came on the job. Pickets were put on the jqh 
and other craft refused to cross this picket 
line. This continued for more than three days 
and an agreement was reached whereby Mr. 
Stovall and his North Texas Construction 
Co. would move on and the line ivork was 
turned over to Marvel and Byrd, electrical 
con tractors. Since that time we have placed 
the men on the job and everj^body is happy 
about the whole thing. 

A meeting was held at Langley, Okta„ June 
20. 1943, for the purpose of com paring wage 
rates in this vicinity by a vrage board set up 
by order of the administrator for the G. R. 
D, A. as was discussed in an article in the 
June issue of the Journal or Kluctrical 
Workers. Wages were recommentled to Wash- 
ington and we feel that a very friendly 
progressive step has been taken wdth this 
power project toward orderly labor relations.

( Continued from pa^e 305) 
politically corrupt/' Craig was forced to 
resign last spring by Mr* Slattery* 

The story is a story of intrigue and 
grasp for power. Craig built a machine 
inside and outside of EtEA. He frankly 
stated that if a member of the REA staif 
failed to cooperate with him, Craig under- 
took to fire him. Here is the gist of Mr, 
Craig’s plan as described by Mr. Becker: 
“Purchasing groups w-ould be set up. These 
groups^ W'ill send to the eenlrul group ail 
their orders for appliance,^ and equipment 
and the centra! organizatiun will buy from 
the manufacturers on bi(| ur nrgutiateil basis 
and send merchandifie to the groupSj allowing 
them a small commission* but they would sell 
to farmers at a conskierEbly lower figure 
than other retail outlets. Payments would be 
extended over long periods a I about 4 per 
cent* These groups w’ould be their most im- 
portant and loyal contacts with the public 
and abmtlnit' rttnfnjl over them uumld he 
11 rc d th ro p tg h f h e co w fa p jh**r i o rnt o n mcr- 
cinuidi^e. The.se local groups would be al- 
lowed to eoMect from 25 cents to 35 tents 
from each mem her of the cooperatives, ttf 
whieJi to cetftH ttfoitld he remitted (o the 
central tiri/aniiation* This W'ould give the 
central organization* w'hich Fruig proposed 
to control directly or inditeciltf, 1 00,000 from 
membership /res fittnic. The toutttrff leoiHd Iir 
regionali^rd into JO rci/iitttH and ufaff'ed with 
personnel nhttulntrlif logit I Lp himself* This 
would giee hio[ (thHolote root ml nf the field 
from Ihe organ tzatiomsl, ecrniomir, imd polit- 
ical angles. There would be no whisper in the 
field that he would not hear. 

“Mr. Becker reccp nls that rraig went on 
with hia ebihoration and explained that 
through these purchasing groups and the 
central organization he anti his associates 
would be in u position to control many con- 
gressional and .several senatririal offices. 
They would have i^OoffoOO memlpors, w'hich 
means about 1.0(16,000 votes. I^'imher, they 
would have imniufacturers doing millions 
of dollars w'orlh of business with them and 
during the campaigns they could raise lols 
of money for their political friends from 
the&e sourer H. ('niig explained that* as a 
matter of fact, the purchasing plan itself 
would be set up in such manner ns to allow 
a certain percentage of aides for campaign 
purposes and boasted that wdth 4*000.060 
votes and several hundred thousands in 
campaign funds, they wmuld maintain in 
public office enough frientis that even the 
devil could not hurt them.“ 

Mr* King stated in this article that the 
NRECA was but a fulfillment of Fraig’s 
plan. All these matters must be ironed out 
by the congressional investig-ation, and 
HE.A must be kept free from powerful 
politics and petty maneuverifigs.

that the benefits of modern meth- 
ods of production are made available 
to all peoples both by the progressive 
removal of obstructions to trade and 
by courageous international measures 
of reconsti^uction and development/^ 

At the cesf^tion of hosjtditios statesmen 
thmut^hitut the world will be fitted with a 
three-fold task: (li flevisitijf a new* work- 
ahle world economic system of inlernatumai 
trade, to replace the one which Invoke down 
during? the thirties; {2i directitiir the transi- 
tion from w'ar to peace economy, assurim; 
the reconversion of production to fill civilian 
needs a> smoothly as possible : and i i check - 
in^if or counteracting any forces (such as 
employment dislocation, ahortUgcH of food 
am! essential civilian rcfiulrem^Tits, iidUdion, 
disrupted productive imd transport, at ton fa- 
cilities. etc. I which w'ould be likely to pro- 
mote a new economic depression. 

Spec ideally, the statement of the Ijcague 
uvdenily counsels that presonl governmental 
wiirtime controls over civiliiin consumption 
he relaxed only gradually as scarce consumer 
and producer goods grow more abundnnt. 

Such controls have generally token the 
forms of rationing, curtailment of production 
of civilian goodSj taxation, compulsory sav- 
ings plans and other limitations on the 
amounts and the expenditures of funds in the 
hands of the civilian population. 


The League w'urns that the sudden removal 
of such restrictions after the w-ar would in- 
varialdy result in an on-rusli of purchasing 
to satiate pent-uj) dem^inds* w^Uh an Immedi- 
ate sky-rocketing of prices and a subsequent, 
collapse when tlcnuind dccUnes. 

One of the primary concerns of postwar 
economic planning must he the rigid preven- 
tion of indation, it is readily agreed. 

In regard to in ter national problems of 
postw'ar transitioii and reconstruction, the 
League recogniKC,^ an hnptuiding over all 
shortage of certain hasic commodities of uni- 
versal tlemand. It therefore advocates an in- 
ternationnl understanding in regard lu 
changes in established rations and ceiling 
prices in any nation for commodities in 
which shortages exist at the close of the war* 
The League view's the need for relief and 
for recotifit ruction in w'ar- dev a stated coun- 
tries as a single problem, transcending the 
basic requirements for mere food and cloth- 
ing. Actually, ihe l.eaguc holds, the problem 
is one of re-starting productive activity in 
these areas* Despite the fact that many of 
these nations will hick funds for foreign 
purchases, they must be supplied with raw 
materials and mnehinery requisite to the re- 
estahlishment of Industry and to participation 
in world trade. 

The lack of such nr* international plan 
after the Armistice of UHS, the group main- 
tains, was primarily responsible for the inter- 
national coUapac of currencies during the 
twenties* Long-term loans at low rates of in- 
terest must l»e arranged for these stricken 
nations* Olhei naltoiis must ‘^courageously 
share their modern methods of production and 
allow these devastated countries to re-enter 
co'mpetitj vely for a plr.ee in world markets. 
Above all, the League insists, creditor na- 
tions t moaning primarily the United States i 
must reeogiiir.e their rei;ponsibility for main- 
taining international economic stahiUty by 
revising their ronimercial polidcs and re- 
moving trade harriers so that debtor nations 
may effect payment on their obligations in 
the goods which they produce. In other words 
we must cease raising high tariff obstructions 
against the importation of foreign goods into 
this country in order that debtor nations may 
more readily meet their liabilities to us. 
Throughout our entire history, one thing 
upon which organized labor has maintained 
a firm stand hns been in support of a high 
protective tariff policy designed to eliminate 
competition from foreign labor having lower 
living standards. When the issue presents it- 
self for solution American citizens will be 
called upon to do some very serious thinking 
in electing either to follow iheir traditional 
pathway or to take the roml so ardently advo 
cated by the League of Nations.

year: and that Military Service cards 
shall be sent to the L 0. within 30 days of 
their issuance. The council further in* 
st rue ted the International Secretary to 
prepare and present to the membership 
for vote a referendum which, if adopted, 
will change the reading of the Interna- 
tional Constitution governing military as- 
sessment to read, 25 cents pet month, it 
was moved and seconded that the above 
action be adopted. Car rie d. 

The council also insTrueted the Interna- 
tional Secretary to prepare and present 
to the membership for vote a referendum 
which, if passed, will give to B members 
of the Brotherhood, w'ho have been in- 
ducte<l into, or who may be inducted into 
military service at a time when they were 
in good standing in the L B, E, W,, a Mili- 
tary Service card which will permit them 
In pick up their membership in the Broth- 
erhood by depositing their MiUtary Serv- 
ice card in the local union in which they 
held membership at the time of their in- 
duction into military service, without the 
payment of another initiation or entrance 
fee. It was moved and seconded, that the 
above action be approved. Curried,

The ctmimittee appointed by the Inter-

troversy between the 1. A. T, S. E. and 
L. U. No. 411 reported. ^Phen Business 
Manager A! Speede, of L. IL No. 40* ap- 
peared before the council on this questJoin 
The committee recommended that the I li- 
ter national Pi e.ssident solicit legal advice. 

It was further recommended that the 
J. 0. lake twei^ the payment of the I. 15. 
E. W.'s share of the Basic Agreement ex- 
penses amount apprnxinml.ely $4(H) per 
tinarter — until the next policy comnuUeo 
meeting. If, at the next policy committee 
meeting* the pro<lucers have not ap- 
pointeil their representative per the 
agreement* the L B. E. W* is to withdraw 
its financial support of the labor repre- 
sentative t>rovided for in the agreement* 
on account of tlie iirodueers^ non-cimipli- 
ance with the agreement..

‘The International Ofiice shall main- 
lain his standing during the period he is 
ill uclive service. 

“.All International Ollice mem hers shall 
be governed hy the above, the same as 
members of local unions* except that 
service cards shall he issued to them by 
the International Secretary. 

“Local unions providing local union 
henefits may make such arrangements as 
the l<»cai union desires for the main- 
tenance cif such benefits for members in 
active service. Where a local union does 
not make provision ft»r the maintenance 
of local union henefits* the member re- 
ceiving such service card shall not be en- 
titled to any existing local union beiietils 
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lint it he redepi»si(s his service card in ihe 
local union." 

Tho draft was approved for submission 
to the membership. 

The iippUcation of M* J. Evert.'t for a cor- 
rection in his i^tandiiig wan consi+lerei!, and it 
was nuived nnd secondetl, that it he I'eferreil 
to the 1 iTteroatioiiii.1 Secretary ninl the Inler- 
iiiitional I'ccaident for u special investigation 
of his card, and In report their ti ridings to 
the September meeting of the e.^ecutive eoiiii- 
cil* Motion carried. 

The letter from Mrs* David Donovitti* for 
back iiension payments on her deceased hus- 
band. who was OB pension from April* Ml*m. 
until his death in February, 1943, and who 
reecived the peutiioti for that period, was read. 
.All records were exainineil* and they show that 
the menrher was placed on pension upon HUfh- 
eient eviilence being placed before the Inter- 
naUnmd Executive tkmm.dl at their March* 
lH-Ph meeting, estitldlshing his sUiiding, Dur- 
ing his period on pension he received $2.22U, 
and in adtlition the I. O.. for 83 months, paid 
his $2 per month per capita tax* JimouiiLing 
to ^UUl. to maintain hia standing while on 
pension, and during the period that the mem- 
her WJiH on pension no puGslion was ever 
raiseil hy the ns ember. t)ii his death his bene- 
ficiary was ]>nid ii $l*n(Hi death bene fit. On the 
ahove evidence, all claims were paitl iii full* 
as provided by the constitution. II was muvetl 
and seconded* that Airs, David Donovan had 
no daim on the organiralion. Motion carried* 

The International President reported that 
the NiiUunal Elect deal Fon tractors’ *Assoda- 
tion hiiti called a conference on post-war 
problems, uiul reQiiesle<l the J NTEnNATioXAL to 
piuticipate. He upindnted a coniniilitH^ of itve 
niemliers who. with live tnendiers of the Na- 
tional Idectricttl Fontmctors’ Aasediilion, 
have formed a commitlce on post-wur jirob- 
lems. They reported to a large meeting of 
nieinbers of the X. E* C. .A** with a nuidber 
of rid > re.se n tat ives of our local unions in at- 
teiiduiu’e. The executive council approved the 
action of the 1 nternotiomil President Ui this 
matter. 

The iofismiltee on audit Executive (Am n cl I 
MemlmrH D. W. Tnicy and Harry Van Arsdale* 
Jr, reported that they had examined the 
anti it for the first <| mirier of UM2. iis suii- 
mitted liy the firm of Wayne Kendrick & Com- 
pany, Certified Public *Accountiints* and 
fouuil everything correct and in order. It was 
moved ami secondeil that the report of the 
committee be adopted ami the audit filed* 
.Motion carried- 

The council considered all actions taken by 
niemliers of the council since the last mecliiigj 
und iifti‘T- fi full dlsetiHSion all questions dis- 
eusseil were concurred in. 

The committee appoinieil by the last meet- 
ing of the council to go over our pension re- 
ported and after a full md lengthy discussion 
it WHS decided to lay the matter over for the 
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September meeting of the eoundl, and that 
the International Secretary write to all IticaJ 
union H having benefieial members, suggesting 
that they appoint a committee to sLufly the 
pension problem » so that when the eouncil 
reports on this question the local unions virill 
have u committee with knowledge of the prob- 
lem to advise and consult with, and thus be 
in a position to vote on the question, with all 
facts available. 

The committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing of the council, to study the situation in 
the Eh, VY^ A., ami the controversj^ with the 
Michignfii Insurance Department, reported 
ami after a thorough discussion of the prob’ 
Icm and all facts and figures, it W'os referred 
back to the International Secretary to further 
develop the problem w'ith the Insurance De- 
partment of Michigan, nnfl to report his re- 
sults at the September meeting of the councih 

The international Secretary is instructed to 
communicate with all local unions in Mich- 
igan having beneficial members, and advise 
them to use their economic strength to have 
the state legislature amend its law^s lo pro- 
vide for organizations such as the Electrical 
Workers' Benefit Associntion to come under 
the exempt classification, as provided in the 
District of Columbia code. 

The executive council look notice of ihe 
recognition given the International Union 
by the appointment of its International Bresi- 
dent, Ed J. Brown, to a delegation wdiieh is to 
make a good-will visit to all Latin- American 
countries and consult with their various la- 
bor movements. The appointment was made 
by the American Federation of Labor, in co- 
operation with the Co-ordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs of the V. S. Department of 
State. YVe wish the delegation a successful 
trip, and the accomplishment of all their aims 


for the future and lasting heiielU of all 
workers. 

A report was made by the Inleniational 
Presiftent and the International Secretary of 
actions taken since the last council meeting, 
as well as pending prohlems. After a full and 
lengthy liiscussion of the various questions, 
the actions of both oftlcers were commended. 

It was moved and seconded that Uu: InLer- 
natiuiial Secretary stand inslriuted to com’ 
municate with all thoHc having quostlons be- 
fore the International Executive tbiuncil, and 
to advise them of the councirs action on their 
matters. Motion carried. 

There being no further business lK?fore the 
council, it was moved and seconded that we 
adjourn sine die.

SiVIITH COXNALLY ANALYSIS

leiulerf; in so far as their ability lo pre- 
vent sti ikes is concerned because of the 
provision w^hich makes the taking of a 
strike vote compulsory. 

The question hai^ been asked a& to whether 
craft union wages are now frozen by law as 
well aa by the Little Steel formula. The 
answer would appear to lie in the National 
Labor Kelations Board interpretation of Sec- 
tion 8 of the new luw, particularly the inter- 
pretation of the terms “bargaining unit” or 
“bargaining units” with respect to which 
disputes arise. Section 5 provides that ap- 
plication to National YVar Labor Board for 
a change in terms of employment in govern’ 
ment-operated plants can only be made by 
the government agency operating the plant 
or by “a majority of the employeefl of such 
plant, mine, or facility.” Craft unions are 
usually minority groups. Section 8, as pointed 
oul above covering the :iO-day strike notice, 
leavuii it up to NLIUI to run strike elections 
by bargaining units, and n liberal interpreta- 
tion may save craft unions under Section 5. 

Section of the lu'w amends the Eederal 
Corrupt Practices Act of iy25 to read as fol- 
lows : 

“Sec. 313. It is unlawful for any national 
bank, or any corponition organized by au- 
thority of any law of Congress* to make a 
contribution in connection with any election 
to liny political officer* or for any corpora- 
tion whatever* or any labor organization to 
make a contribution in connection with any 
election at ivhich Drcsidcntiiil and Vice 
Presidential electors or a Senator or Repre- 
sentative in, or II Delegate or Resident Com- 
missioner to Congress are to be voted for, or 
for any candidate, political committee, or 
other peri5on to accept or receive any eon- 
tribution prohibited by this section. . . .” 

According to the latest interpretation 
there is nothing in the Act to prevent labor 
unions or workers from any kind of political 
activity except the imiking of direct finan- 
cial contribution to federal candidates dur- 
ing general election eampaigns. Contribu- 
tions could still he made to federal candi- 
dates in primary campaigns where much of 
InhoCs pressure is expected to be exerted, 
in the drive to convert the present anli-lahor 
Congress into a pro’^labor win -the- war Con- 
gress. 

The opinion is exprc.ssed that “unions can 
give money, time and energy provided the 
money h spent directly by such labor or- 
ganizations and not by agreement or pre- 
arrangement with the candidates or their 
political parties or thedr political committees. 
In other words, a labor organization may 


spend its money ns part of its general ac- 
tivities in connection with a federal election 
by way of advancing the candidacy of a par- 
ticular person by distribution of leaflets, 
arranging meetings of its memhers. and the 
general public* etc., and such activities would 
merely be the e.xerdac by the union or its 
members of such cnnstitutionai rights as 
free speech, press ami assembly,” 

This .section of the law would also appear 
to he irrelevant in that it has no connection 
with preventing strikes. 

Uepresentative Magnuson* Democrat* of 
Washington, baa introduced a bill in Con- 
gress to repeal Sections 7 and 8 of the anti- 
?iliike law vvhii:]i were object e<l ti> by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. Representative Magnuson 
said “Other than the United Mine Workers 
there has been no general violation of labor's 
no-strike pledge. To impose these sections of 
the law on labor in wartime is condemning 
the good faith of a promise that hes been 
faithfully kept by per cent of labor, Such 
action by those who oppose labor at all 
times is just as bad for morale and produc- 
tion aa the very ,smal] minority of bibnr that 
has violated the no-strike pledge,” In this 
connection it is interesting to mite that the 
Hureau of Labor Statistics estimates strike 
idleness in .May at 0.1 fi per coni ef available 
working time, ns compared witli O.OH per 
cent in April. This excellent showing is in 
spite of the coal anil rubber strikes and the 
strike at the Chrysler plant during the 
month. 

Before the hill wm$ passed the heads of 
the military, naval and production agencies 
all testified that the provisions in Sections 
7 and 8 of the Act are likely to be subversive 
of the very purpose of the Liil, which is 
uninterrupted production. The President 
said in his veto message “I recognize that 
this bill has an entirely praiseworthy pur- 
pose — to insure full war production. But 
I am convinced that Section 8 will produce 
strikes in vital war plants w'hich otherwise 
would not occur." 

In passing this bill Congress .^cems to have 
missed the significance of the fact that re- 
actionary forces are our enemies, liberal 
and pro-labor forces our friends. In all the 
socdnl alignments* in all the nations* whether 
belligerents or victims, fascism can only be 
defeated by progressive and liberal ideas, 
by a program promising freedom and status 
to working men and W'omen. ff the workers 
once get the idea that this is a power struggle 
which will result in abrogating their rights 
no matter who wins, morale will be low in 
the factories. Industrial effort does not de- 
pend merely on anti -strike legislation* but 
on the morale of the workers. Mere indiffer- 
ence on their part can do more damage than 
a strike. This ill-considered measure, 
coupled with the rejection of the food sub- 
sidy program which can only result in ris- 
ing living costs, is very likely to deflect the 
discontent of workers against their employ- 
i*ra to fllacontent ag^dnst the government. 
This deflection could be very dangerous in 
time of war. 

Congress was obviously taking a crack at 
the President and asserting its own prestige 
when it passed this bill. But though Con- 
grcfis has the legislative responsibility it 
does not have the Administrator's responsi- 
bility to &ee that the country in administered 
anil the war won. 

If* as a result of this law, there is an 
increasing conflict between the Adniinistra- 
tion which must carry it out and the w*ork- 
ing people of America, Congress will legally 
have no responsibility. Partisan members of 
('ongress w'ill no doubt be pleased with the 
situation. But the war effort will be 
hindered.

(Coitimued from page 304) 
first half of the year on account of in- 
creased taxes, but on the other hand have 
boujE^ht more War Bonds, No%v that our 
tax payments have been placed on a 
monthly instead of a quarterly basis, 
there is even more reason for mobiUKing 
our fiirhtinji: do Bars to buy War Bonds 
and support the national war effort. 

“IJteralJy billions of dollars have al- 
ready been invested by wage earners in 
their country. New billions will be in- 
veste<L It is felt that the voluntary plan 
will work the least hardship on the 
civilian population/' 

On July Kb President Green stated 
again : 

"When I communicated with you on 
June 21 regarding labor's great War 
Bond drive which will reach its climax on 
Labor Day, I stated that only outright 
bond purchases Lvmild nmnt. Now 1 am 
highly pleased to advise you that the rep- 
j-esentatives of the T reasury Department 
have agreed that Pay Roll Savings allot- 
ments for July anil August will likewise 
be added to the local and national totals* 

“The Treasury's new plan for promot- 
ing Pay Roll Savings based on figures 
reltiting to the family income of the 
worker by having you ‘figure it out your- 
self' is a most satisfactory extension of 
the sy.stematie savings principle, We wel- 
come the government's help in doing this 
voluntarily and not through compulsion* 
and 1 VC are now increasingly enthusiastic 
that these Pay Roll Savings purchiises 
will count in our all-out drive. 

“The quota whifh has been established for 
thin Labor Day campuign is ti billion dollars. 
It is cstimBted that orgnriLi&erii labor is now 


investing about 3600,000,000 every fiO days 
through the Pay Roll Savings Plan, with un- 
determinable extra purchases from time to 
time* 

"I am sending you a statement of what n 
bUlion dollars of ‘^invasion’ money vviH do. 
To reat'h this quota of a liIlHuii dollars, the 
entire labor movement must purchase an ad- 
ditional ^400,000,000 of bonds before Labor 
Day. If our whole membership tv ill increase 
its bond purehas.e3 between now and Labiir 
Day one bond per member^ the Amerkaii 
Federation of Labor will reach and exceed 
this objective. 

“Please figure it out for yourself on the 
basis of the enclosed booklet and see how the 
proposed system of family budget bond buy- 
ing works* It is a powerful weapon to win 
the victory we are all seeking. 

**ln order that your union and its members 
may receive full credit for their purchases, 
we .suggest that you use some form of report 
along the lines of the enclosed. If the en- 
rloset] card meets wdth your approval the 
Treasury Department wdll furnish you with 
sufficient numbers to cover j^our entire mem- 
bership.'^

fi'c^h fruits and vegetables, pork, poultry 
ami butter are actually posted. If they are 
not posted, ask the storekeeper to po.^t 
these prices and tell him that another 
check will soon be made to see whether it 
has been done. 

4. When you find any price highi^r than 
the top ceiling prices on your list, point 
out the illegal price to the storekeeper and 
ask him to reduce it immediately to at 
least the price shown on your list 
5* Tell the storekeeper that a price 
checker will return soon to see that the 
price has been reduced and is still down, 

IL If, on the return visit, the price has 


not been reduced, or has again been raised 
to an illegal price, make a purchase, get 
a sales receipt and bring the sales receipt 
to the central trades and labor council or 
railway iabor' local lodge* 

The OP A district enforcement ofiicer 
will help you Hie a consumer Jp50 lawsuit 
against the store, and if the trades coun- 
cil has iin attorney he should be a.sked to 
file the suit. If you can prove that you 
were charged over the ceiling price, you 
will be awarded $50 or three times the 
overcharge, whichever is higher. 

Another method of enforcement is 
through price panels eonncjcted to local 
ration iKiards* These meet evenings* They 
deal with complaints by consumers that 
they have been overcharged in specific in- 
stances. The owner of the store or his rep- 
resentative is called in, the complaint is 
cited, ami jt is explained to him how to 
comply with the law* So if you don't want 
to bring a lawsuit against a merchant you 
have been ileal ing with regularly and 
whose store is convenient for you, you can 
d<j it in this wniy, and probably not have to 
appear or he named*
